Over two daily seek help in west — 


VER two a day, 
they go to wel- 
fare agencies, the 
police, church 
groups . . . the 
women of the wes- 
tern region who are 


victims of regular. 


physical or mental 
violence or torture. 


Many, no, most, 
have young children 
with them... child- 
ren who are also 
regular victims of 
violence; of domes- 


tic upheavals; of 
split or splitting 
marriages, 


And .those who seek 
help are only a fraction 
of the women and chil- 
dren who need it. Most 
console each other — 
mother and children — 
or try to grin and bear 
it. 

These are the people 
the projected Western 
Region Women’s Refuge 
is aimed at helping. 

And after discussing 
the move, one of the big- 
gest pioneering social 
service moves ever in the 
west, with the organisers 
the need for such a re- 
fuge becomes obvious. 

The senior social work- 


er at Western Region 
Health Clinic, Mrs. Kay 
Dodd — one of the lead- 
ers of the organising 
group talked of the im- 
mediate needs of these 
women and children. 

She knows well the 
needs; the hardships 
these women and_ chil- 
dren are experiencing. 

And the immediate 
gap that had to be filled 
when despair, _ pain, 
trauma drive these wo- 
men away from their 
homes, usually with 
little or no money, 
usually with a family to 
support. 

The refuge is aimed at 
bridging the gap between 
when the woman: makes 
the move and when she 
can be found, or can find 
for herself, new accom- 
modation. And the means 
of financing it. 

Only the morning of 
our interview, Mrs. Dodd 
had been visited by a 
woman who had major 
problems, 

She’d worked for 
years; managed to sup- 
port her family; pay the 


food bills, the electric 
light, the rent, school 
fees, 


Her husband worked, 
too. But his money went 
on gambling and private 
interests. Nothing went 
into the house. 

So, while fed and 
clothed, she and her fam- 
ily had no cash with

And with the satisfac- 
tion of sharing experi- 
ences, knowledge and 
comforting others less 
fortunate . . . and there 
is always someone 
worse off. 

Another of the organ- 
isérs took up the story. 
She’s experienced. She’s 
worked in similar refu- 
ges in other parts of 
Melbourne. ~ 

In fact, Ms. Kathy 
Wilson worked at the 
first. such establishment 
in Victoria and knew of 
the startling change in 
its use from that for 
which it was designed. 

The original aim had 
been to cater for the 
needs of young women 
discharsed from institu- 
tions. Or prison. To help 
them establish a_ life 
pattern for themselves. 

But the calls on its 
needs became more and 
more demanding from 
ill-treated women and 


children and this ab- 
sorbed most. of its work, 
after only a few 
months, 

In the first refuge, a 
three-bedroom house, 
105 women and 150 
children found help, 
comfort, guidance’ and 
the chance to talk in 
the first 10 months. 

Most were married 
women — 67 of them. 
Another 18 had_ been 
living in de facto re- 
jationships; the others 
had varied _back- 
grounds. - 

The highest problem 
age bracket was 21-30 
years, with the 31-40 
year group running 
close. 

But a lot were in the 
40-60 year group. . 

Mrs. Dodd took up 
the story again. The 
story of a woman inher 
mid-60s with no work 
experience, little  ex- 
perience in running her 
own affairs. 


Why ? 
Because, all her mar- 
ried life — and the 


youngest of her big 
family was aged 19 — 
she had never been 
given money. rs 
Her husband not only 
did the household shop- 
ping.

Self-help is 
an important factor of 
this and we will be 
dealing with this next 
week, 

Help is also needed 
from outside; in the 
way of furnishings, cash 
— a shoestring budget 
has been prepared for 
the next year — and 
above all, from people 
with experience, prefer- 
ably personal experi- 
ence in domestic viol- 
ence or trauma.
